1. MART STATEMENT. ADDRESSING JOINT MEETING OF 
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PEOPLES ASSEMBLY FOREIGN AND ARAB RELATIONS AND NATIONAL 
SECURITY COMMITTEES FEBRUARY 26, SPEAKER MART STATED 
THAT ONLY BY DELIVERING SIBAI MURDERERS TO EGYPT CAN 
KYPRIANOU RESTORE RELATIONS BETWEEN TWO COUNTRIES. 
CHARACTERIZED KYPRIANOU'S REACTION AS "ILL-INTENTIONED", 
NOTING SIBAI ASSASSINATION RESULT LACK OF GOC SECURITY. 
MART CONCLUDED EGYPTIAN INTENTION WAS TO FREE HOSTAGES 
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AND BRING KILLERS TO CAIRO FOR "FAIR AND LEGAL TRIAL".
